Wellman, la., Nov. 8— What is be­ 
lieved to be the only monument ever 
erected by the public in recognition of 
the services of a telephone operator 
was unveiled here in th© presence of 
practically every man, woman and 
child in the community.

young woman, Iva A. Chapman, with

She fell ill in turn, and 
so worn out was she with her labor 
that she dill not have strength enough 
to combat the disease, and died.
